Synopsis of the Proceedings 


OF THE © 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE TOWN, 


HELD MARCH 16, 1891. 


Art. 1. Chose Charles B. Perry, Moderator Prayer by 
Rey. Geo. A. Putnam. 


Art. 2. On the question, “Shall licenses be granted for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town,” “Yes” had 229 
votes, and “No” had 203 votes. The Moderator appointed 
the following as the Committee on Appropriations: Chas. D, 
Morse, Nathan H. Sears, H. W. Carter, M. P. pia Puke 
Sanderson. 


Art. 6. Voted that all taxes are due October Ist, and 
that interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum be charg- 
ed on all taxes unpaid after that date; and that cost be made 
on all sums unpaid November Ist. Provided, however that 
poll taxes are due on demand, and that the Collector be in- 
structed to collect such taxes within 30 days from the time 
the tax list is committed to him. 
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Art. 8. Voted that the compensation to the members of ' 


the Fire Department be the same as last year. 


Art. 9. Voted that the pasate of Janitor, be left to 


the Selectmen. 

Art. 10. Voted that the Treasurer be authorized, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to hire money in anticipation 
of the taxes of the current year, and to issue notes of the 
Town therefor, and the debts incurred under the authority 
of this vote are hereby made payable from said taxes. 


Art. 11. Voted that the Selectmen be authorized to em- 
ploy counsel in any suit that may be brought against the 
Town. , 

Art. 12. Voted that the Selectmen be authorized to pub- 
lish a list of all uncollected taxes with their annual reports. 


Art. 15. Voted that the Town hereby revoke its accept- 
ance of Sections 74, 75, 76 and 77 of the Public Statutes of 
Massachusetts, relating to Road Commissioners, and abolish 
said Board. 

Art. 16. Voted that this Town accept the provisions of 
Chapter 431 of the Acts of 1888, and unite with one or more 


of the following towns in the employment of a ‘Superintend- : 
ent of Schools, viz: Grafton, Upton, Mendon, Hopedale, — 
Sutton, Dudley, Oxford, Auburn, West Boylston, Boylston, | 


Shrewsbury, Leicester, Holden and Winchendon. 

Art. 17. Voted that the Town hereby accept the provis- 
ions of Chapter 58 of the Public Statutes of Massachusetts, 
providing for ‘The inspection and sale of provisions and ani- 
mals intended for slaughter.” 

_ Art. 23. Voted to accept the town way, as recently laid 


out by the Road Commissioners, beginning at a stone monu-~ 


ment on the northerly side of Main street, at the northwest- 
erly corner of land of Victor A. Lindsay; thence north 74 
1-4 degrees, east 240 feet over land of C. D. Morse and 
others, to Prospect street at a corner of land of estate of Lu- 
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eina S. Kelly. Said metes and bounds are on the southerly 
side line of the location, and the northerly side line of the 
location is parallel thereto and fifty feet therefrom through- 
out its whole extent. : 


_ Art. 25. Voted that the Town hereby adopt the provis- 
ions of Chapter 264 of the Acts and Resolves of the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts of 1890, entitled “An Act Relating to 
Public Cemeteries.” 

Art. 27. Voted that the Selectmen are. hereby authorized 
to lease to the St. Jean Baptiste Society for the term of five 
years, the rooms now occupied by them in the Town House. 


Art. 29. Voted that the Selectmen be instructed to locate 
a light on Sycamore street, near the house. of Cornelius 
- Sullivan. 

Art. 35. Voted to pay to F. A. Lapham the sum of 
$27.50, being one-half cost of sidewalk built by him. 


Art. 36. Voted that we accept the cistern on the Com- 
‘mon, and settle with Mr. Harrington for the same. Voted 
to raise and appropriate, to settle with Mr. Harrington for 
the cistern on the Common and to complete the same, the 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars. 


Art. 39. Voted that the Selectmen be instructed to 
locate a street light near St. Bridget’s church. | 


Art. 40. Voted that the Selectmen be instructed not to 
issue orders on the Town Treasurer, to any Board of Town 
Officers, whenever they have exceeded their appropriation 
more than 2 1-2 per cent.; excepting, however, from the 
operation of this vote, the account of the Overseers of the 
Poor. 

Art. 42. Voted that a committee of three be appointed 
by the Moderator, to confer with the School Committee in 
regard to building a new school house in Bramanville, and to 
report plans and estimates for a new school house at a future 
meeting of the Town. The Moderator appointed as that 
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committee, Osgood H. Waters, George F. Chase, Amos 
Armsby. 


Art. 43. Voted that the Selectmen be instructed to lo- 
cate a light near Boston & Albany station on Canal street. 


The appropriations of money voted at the last annual meet- 
ing, may be found on page 70 of the printed “Valuation and 
Tax List,” and also in the report of the Selectmen.

Report ot the 
COMMISSIONERS OF CEMETERIES 


MARCH, 1592. 


The Act stati to Public Cemeteries, passed by the Leg- 
islature of 1890, under Chap. 264, was adopted by the Town 
at the annual meeting held March 16, 1891. 

The Commissioners, acting under the authority of said Act, 
Chap. 264, met March 25, 1891, and ofganized by choice of 
Nathan H. Sears as chairman and David Atwood secretary. 

April 15, the Commissioners met with the Board of Select- 
men in convention, and at said meeting it was voted: That 
the rate of interest to be allowed the current year on all- . 
grants, donations, &c., received under said Chap. 264 of the 
Acts of 1890, shall be four per cent. per annum, and that’ 
said interest shall be credited to each account on the first of 
October of each year. 

On April Ist, James 5. Pike of Worcester deposited for the 
care and maintenance of the Grout lot in Central cemetery 
the sum of eighty five dollars; and on Sept. 15, Mrs. Abby 
EH. Van Deusen deposited for the care and maintenance of 
the lot of Welcome Aldrich in Central comet ae two hund- 
red dollars. 

Twelve other lots in the cemeteries are cared for by the 
Commissioners from interests on deposits in the Millbury _ 
Savings Bank made for that purpose.

The care of other lots is provided for by individuals own- 
‘ing the same, on paying a small annual fee therefor; and by 
that means the Commissioners are able to keep the Central 
cemetery in tolerably good order. But they would be glad 
to see more interest manifested on the part of many owners 
of lots in that cemetery, in keeping the grass cut and order 
and neatness maintained. 

During the past year the grounds recently purchased and 
added to the Central cemetery near the entrance, have been 
graded, and the Commissioners desire to call the attention of 
the town to the desirability of constructing a suitable wall 
and gateway at the entrance thereto. Such a work is very 
much needed, and it is hoped that the town will provide the 
means for doing it; and the Commissioners recommend that 
five hundred dollars be raised and appropriated for that pur- 
pose. . , 

There are several graves of soldiers in the cemeteries re- 
maining unmarked, which the Town should provide for.

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Keport of Board of Health. 


To THE SELECTMEN OF MILLBURY :— 


The Board of Health of the town respectfully submits the 
following report: 


The work of the Board ae the past. year has grown 
mostly out of the unusual prevalence of contagious disease. 


_ Diphtheria and scarlet fever have been very prevalent, 


especially the former, of which forty-seven cases have been 


reported. ‘The first case was reported early in May, and the 


last on January 25. 

The cases have occurred by months as follows: In May 
four cases, in June five cases, in July none, in August four, 
in September six, in October five, in November eight, in 
December ten and in January five cases. Of these forty- 
seven cases, eleven proved fatal. 

Thirty-six of the cases were in Bramanville, the others 
being widely scattered over the lower village. 

Seventeen cases occurred in seven houses on the Sutton 
road above the machine shop. This section has a damp soil, 
a swampy tract of land lying between the West Millbury and 
Sutton road. This fact is mentioned since some high sanitary 
authorities hold that such soils furnish good breeding 
ground for the diphtheria germ if once implanted there. 

Wells badly located with reference to privies, barns and 
sink spouts, exist on many of these premises, and are prob- 
ably in part responsible for the prevalence of the disease in 
that section, while direct contagious, of course, accounts for 
many cases.

It is highly probable that cases of the disease so mild as 
not to be seen.by any physician and not recognized, ‘in this, 
asin most or all epidemics of diphtheria, furnished new 
centers for the spread of the disease. 


During the prevalence of diptheria, all cases of sore throat 
should be regarded as suspicious. 


The theory, at one time broached, that the disease 
originated from the unsanitary condition of the school 
house, was wholly unfounded, and the panic based upon that 
theory unnecessary and harmful. | 


Seventeen cases of scarlet fever have been reported, for the 
most part very mild, but one fatal case having come to our 
knowledge. : 

But two of these cases have been in Bramanville; the 
others were mostly in'the vicinity of Brick’s village on River- 
lin street, five cases only occurring in the Armory village at 
widely scattered points. ni 
Two cases only of typhoid fever have been reported, both 
mild. 

Other diseases which require to be reported (viz: small 
pox, cholera and measles) came to our knowledge. 


Our efforts to prevent the spread of contagious disease 
have been by at once causing the house to be placarded, 
notifying teachers of the cases, excluding children of affected 
families from school, and, so far as possible, restricting their 
association with other children, notifying the lbrarian to 
neither issue books to such families nor receive books from 
them till danger of contagion was past, and, when cases were _ 
all over in a family, securing fumigation of the premises. In 
case of death, we have required burial as early as practicable 
and a private funeral. — 

The Board had at its command no funds to employ an. 
officer to enforce or quarantine, which no doubt in many 
cases was not so strictly observed as it should have been. 
‘We are aware that criticisms have been made at the loose-

aie | 
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ness of the quarantine. It can be made rigid only by the 
employment of an officer. | ; 

Four cases of glanders have been reported to the Board, 
aud by us reported to the State Cattle Commissioners, and 
by them condemmed to be killed. 

But few complaints of nuisance have been made to the 
Board during the year. We have noticed many places about 
the town where greater care is needed to prevent the flow, 
into the highway, of household wastes and hope to remedy 
the evils, but have not thought it wise to exercise authority 
too arbitrarily. 

some better arrangements for the emptying of cess-pouls 
and privy vaults, than is now in vogue, is desirable, so that 
it may be done more efficiently and with less offence. 

The Board believes it will be able to offer a better method 
to our citizens before the time for such work arrives. 

To give the greatest efficiency to the Board, it is needful 
that it should be able to employ somé man who shall act un- 
der its instructions, as its agent, for many purposes, such as" 
investigating nuisances and possible causes of offense or dis- 
ease, the sanitary condition of premises where contagious 
disease occurs, the placarding of infected houses, the enforce- 
ment of quarantine, fumigation of infected houses, &c., &e: 
Statute law authorizes Boards of Health to determine the 
compensation of their agents. We think the expense need 
not be large. 

The Board needs occasionally to issue printed notices for 
various purposes and for this requires funds. 

For these and other possible, but unforeseen, purposes the 
Board asks the town to appropriate for its uses for the ensu- 
ing year the sum of $250.
